Navy Point Club Damages 
Repaired; To Open Soon 


Resplendent in its fresh new paint, renewed draperies 
and much new equipment, the Navy Point Club which was 


threatened with destruction by fire 
two weeks ago, early this week was 
almost ready to open its doors 
once again to its hundreds of pa- 
trons. 

The kitchen and store rooms at 
the rear of the building, com- 
pletely destroyed by a blaze be- 
lieved ignited by a_ carelessly 
dropped cigarette, has now been 
rebuilt. 

Julian Harvey, operator of the 
club, quickly found and purchas- 
ed new equipment for the culi- 
nary department and for’ the 
soda fountain at the front of the 
club, where most damage was 
done. 


“The same courteous service, 
and the best available merchan- 
dise will be ready for all of our 
friends out here,’ Mr. Harvey 
said. “We feel that with the new 
equipment, and the complete ren- 
ovation of the whole club, we'll 
be better able to serve everyone.” 

In addition to the canteen and 
soda .fownutain renovation, the 
lounge and billiard rooms were 
redecorated at the club; drapes 
have been renewed, and the en- 
tire place will be in brand new 
condition at the time of —— 
Mr. Harvey said. 

At the same time Mr. Harvey 
and his manager at the club, 
Marvin Dreyer, outlined tentative 
plans for extension of the club 
facilities to a large room adjoin- 
ing the billiard room, and the 
extension of the lounge for more 
space. Later, it was hinted, two 
more services may be offered—a 
barber shop and a cleaning and 
pressing establishment for resi- 
dents of the nearby dormitories. 
No definite plans have been made 
on these, however. 


s. F. Housing Authority Wants ; 
Aid In Its Postwar Planning 


Would you like to take a hand 
in formulation of the San Fran- 
cisco Housing Authority’s post- 
war’s plans? 

You may do that very thing, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
today by John W. Beard, execu- 
tive director of the Authority. Dur- 
ing July and August, Mr. Beard 
said, interviewers will ask scores 
of residents in the war housing 
projects about their plans for the 
post-war era in an effort to help 
determine the need for housing in 
this area. 


“Among the principal questions 
to be asked,” Mr. Beard explain- 
ed, “are these: Do you and your 
family plan to remain in San 
Francisco after the war? [If so, 
do you plan to buy a home, or to 
rent one? Also to be asked are 
the family’s likes or dislikes about 
San Francisco.” 

The director stressed this point: 
‘The San Francisco Housing Auth-

ority is not concerned with the 
plans of any particular individual 
—but is vitally interested in plans 
of the population as a whole as a 
basis from which to plan, and be 
prepared to meet every housing 
need which may arise in San 
Francisco. 

About one resident in every five 
in the housing project will be in- 
terviewed, in order to get a fair 
sample of the entire population. 

“No record will be kept,” Mr. 
Beard declared, “which will iden- 
tify individual replies. In this way 
the person interviewed should not 
be reluctant to give his honest 
opinion and an outline of his plans 
for after the war—as well as the 
reason for those plans. Results of 
the interviews will not affect in 
any way the status of the person 
interviewed, either on his job or 
in the project,’ Mr. Beard said. 

The interviews, to be kept brief, 
will be conducted in the project 
management offices.

Hunter’s Point 


Another of the: 
“grand old gals” is back in fight- 
ing trim and on her way for 
another smash at the Japanese 
after a lengthy and thorough 
overhaul at Hunter’s Point Naval 
Drydocks. 

The “grand old gal” is the USS 
Pennsylvania—the “Pennsy” to 
her officers and men for these 
many years—33,000-ton battleship 
laid down at Newport News in 
1918 and commissioned on June 
12, 1916. She was the largest war- 
ship afloat at that time. 

Nearly 100,000 miles of blue 
water have slid past her armored 
sides during this war alone. Her 
assignments have taken her from 
the Bering Sea to southern Aus- 
tralia, and from San Francisco 
to the China Sea. She bombard- 
ed Jap shore installations at Attu 
in May, 1943; she was in on the 
Kiska invasion in August that 
year. Later there was Makin Is- 
land, the Marshalls, Guam and 
finally, the Philippines. 

The Pennsylvania was damag- 
ed by the Japs in the Pearl Har- 
bor sneak attack. Several times 


ported at the. bottom of the sea 
by the Japs—but since Pearl 
Harbor she has hurled more than 
11,000,000 pounds of hot steel at 
the enemy, 

That was her main _ trouble 
when the Pennsylvania came to 
Hunter’s Point—a bad case of 
“combat -fatigue” in the 14-inch 
guns of her main batteries. - 

To rejuvenate those tired bat- 
teries and do other necessary 
work required the combined ef- 
forts of 2205 men working at the 
rate of 24 hours a day for more 
than three months. She went to 
sea in first class shape, but offi- 
cers said much contemplated 
modernization work could not be 
done because of a shortage of 
skilled labor. : 5

The other gun. was one of the 
Pennsy’s own, repaired since Pearl 
Harbor. ; 
Captain W. M. Moses and his 
crew of some 1400 officers and 
men hope to maintain the ship’s 
gunnery standards—among the 
highest in the fleet—with the new 


guns. And every man aboard ship 
hopes that the gunners on other 
ships who take over Pennsy’s old 
guns after they’re relined and put 
back in shape, will build an envi- 
able record with them to main- 
tain the tradition set by their old 
ship.

At the end 
they were allowed 160 grams of 
rice per. day, per person. “About 
enough rice to fill a tin can an 
inch high and three inches wide.” 
They had gardens—but produce 
was shared—involuntarily—with the 
Japanese. Said Anna, “If you had 
a banana tree, it was divided up 
and carefully cooked—that is, the 
trunk and leaves. The Japanese 
took the fruit. The green tops of 
sweet potato plants were a luxury. 
The Japanese took the roots.” 

Donald weighéd 130 pounds when 
he went into camp, and 85 pounds 
when he came out. ~ 

Mr. Tuohy lived in the Philip- 
pines 21 years. For 12 years he 
was with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. He plans to stay at the Navy 
Yard for the duration.

For the benefit of those who may 


jnot know about stripers, they are 
among the best eating salt water 
fish in these parts. “Keepers” are 
anything over 12 inches long; those 
under that length must be thrown 
back. But the fighting striper may 
run as much as 45 or 50 pounds. 


Average weight, however, is 
perhaps five to nine pounds—a 
nice fish in any fisherman’s col- 
lection of tales. 

There are any number of me- 
thods used in catching these fish. 
Many old timers on the bay who 
have the use of a slow-cruising 
boat troll for them, using one or 
more of many types of plug. Strip- 
ers also go for sardine bait, or 
mussels, clams or shrimp. 

From shore you may use almost 
any kind of a rod, but most popular 
is the spring-butt surf rod for long- 
er casting. From a vantage point 
such as a rock or a pier—if there 
are still some to which you may 
have access—a short boat rod, or 
even a hand line will do the job. 

Any sporting goods store can 
supply the right kind of line and 
hooks, and they can tell you 
where to get bait. Also, better 
get a license from them. 

Good catches have been taken at 
a number of spots on the bay in 
recent weeks, and generally speak- 
ing, any place along the bay or 
ocean front is as good as another. 
Only thing to remember about 
picking a place to fish is this: don’t 
go near any military or naval in- 
stallation. And five fish is the lim-
